derived from whisky—some £90,000,000.
Under such a bill as Co!. Hooker would
introduce, were he in Congress, there
could be no reduction. Mr. Randall’s
position is one of policy beyond doubt;
for he would include in his measure a
proposition to repeal the tax on whisky
as well as on tobaceo, were he not con-
vinced that it would receive but scant
support from any source. In this he
shows himself superior in sagacity to
Col. Hooker.

The whitky and tobaceo tax is not

“B’'s” Response to President Grif
fith’'s Reply.

Eprror CLARION :—

1. I would not have called attention
to the proposition advanced by tha Rev.
Sam Small, to-wit: that prohibition is
the common law of the States of the
American Union, unless he had chal-
lenged contradiction and referred to the
License cases in 5 Howard’s U, 8. Re
ports to sustain him. The
these Cases announce no such doectrine,
as any one may ascertain for himself
by examining the book referred to in
the State Library. Mr. Small spoke
deliberately, as a lawyer, and intended
to say that in the absence of license
statutes, the sale of sicoholic liquors
would be unlawful. In this he was
badly mistaken. He is a better preach-
er than lawyer.

2, “T stated that if the Stats received
no money from liquor license, we would
still require the same amount frem the
State on the School Fand, and that our
taxes in Hinds county would not be
increased.” This is the language which
Mr, Griffith admits having used. How
does he know that “if the State received
no money from liguor licenses we would
still receive the same amount from the
State on the School Fund?’ The stat-
ute, it i» true, directs that any deficit in
the school fund shall be made up from
the general fund to the extent of $300,
000. But suppos=e there be no money
in the general fund, how will the deficit
be made up?

The fiscal scheme of the State for the
years 1886 and 1887 contemplated the
receipt in each year of $120,000, from
liquor licenses, or $240,000 in the two
years; and though the prohibition law
was passed in the belief that under its
operation the receipts from liquor
licenses would be much less than $240,-
000 in the two years, the friends of the
measure made no provision for supply-
ing any deficiency. A mere declaration
that the deficit shall be made up from
the general fund, amoants to nothing,
when nothing has been done to put into
the general fund a sum sufficient to meet
the deficit in the school fund.

A Legislature, no more than an indi
vidual, can do an fwpossible thing
Mr. Griffith proposes to close all the sa
loons if he can. That would make ade
ficit in January, 1888, of at least £120,000,
=0 that the Legislature which will meet
then will be required to make up that
deficit (8120,000) and provide for a like
deficit in 1889 and 1890, In 1889 a short
age of $240,000 would have to be raised,
and this would require an increase in
taxation of two mills. Would the people
stand it? But long before the Legislature
met the schools would have been seri-
ously erippled if not destroyed by lack

Mississippi National Guard.

We are indebted to the courtesy of
Adjutunt-General William Henry for a
list of the companies composing the Mis-
sissippi National Guard, which will be
found in this issue. Of the thirty-four
companies ihus enrolled, iwenty-eight
are uniformed and pquipped for active
service at a moment’s notice. Thisis a
good exhibit, and is due very largely to
the energy and zeal of the Adjutant-
General, notwithstanding the Legisla
ture, at its last session, reduced the sal-
ary of the office from five hundred to
fifty dollars, and provided that “heshall
not be entitled to have any printing
done at the expense of the State, nor to
any allowance out of the contingent
fund for State officers.” The Adjutant-
General is now mustering the several
companies into the State service, and
they will all be inspected and as-
signed to battalions and regiments as
soon as possible. The first general en-
campment of the troops will take place
daring next summer.

tarn the scale, that sentiment is not as
poweriul as that which parents feel
about the education of their children.
Chis rivalry tends to reduce the attend-
ance of students at our University.
Novelty has its accustomed sway, and
we are admonished that we must coun-
teract these influerces. One thing may
be said on this head. he best equipped
institution of learning in the world be-
comes useless without patrons. The most
perfect mill is valueless without the grist,
It was thought by some that, to keep
our University above competition, very
sweeping changes were demanded in
the personneal of the professorships, while
others thought the institution ecould
maintain its ground with its present ap-
pointments, and that at all events, the
changes made should be few and gradu-
al. Thealumni of the University—an in-
fluential body —numeronsly and freel
condemned any changes in what is
known as the old faculty. These men,
though having no official relations to
the University, speak with a certain
authority, due to the well found«d
supposition that they are its truest
friends, and are competent and trust-
worthy advisers in all that relates to its
reputation and interests. The wisdom
of their advice in the présent instance
remaing to be tested. The action of the
trustees, whether influenced by it or not,
uceords with it. The result of this ac-
tion may be briefly stated. The Chancel-
lor having resigned his post, and the
trustees not being prepared to name his
<«uccessor, it was resolved for the time
being, to confer the powers of the Chan-
cellor on a member of the faculty, to be
chosen by that body,and to be known
us “Chairman of the Faculty.” Under
this arrangement the faculty made a
m st judicious and felicitous choice in
electing Edward Mayes, the present pop-
ular and accomplished Law Professor of
the University. Professor Wheat, for
merly Professor of Greek Language and
Literature, by hiz own consent was
transferr «d to the chair of Metaphysics,
and the chair thus vacated was filled by
the election of a distinguished scholar
und teacher, Professor Addison Hoge,
late Gireek Prolessor in Hampden-Sid-
ney College.

The University is therefore equipped
for the work before it. Tne trustees
have no request to make of the people
except that they will heartily sustain
their own University by patronage and
accept the assurance that it 1s full
worthy of it. It bas been noticeable
for several vears past that the graduoate
class—the Alumni of the University—
have been unable, trom sheer want of
attendance, to give any prominence to
to their annual meetings on the occasion
of the University Commencement. The
reputation of an institution of learning
is, in a great measure confided to this
“perpetual order of men.” They never
cease to be & parc of it. Their annnal
assemhblage on the day of Exhibition is
regarded by the students as part of the
ceremony most imwnt, as it is to
them the most pleasing. There are
numberless so czlied brotherhoods in the
multiplied movements of modern life,
bat between the studeunt classes
and the graduate is one of the oldest
and least exclusive and least selfish.

A Friexp oF tHE COLLEGE.

Vicksburg, July 24, 1386,
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White Cliff Springs.

Ep-rok Crarios: Doubtless you and
many of your readers huve wisited
Wiite Cliff Springs, situated on a prom
ontory of the Uhilhowees, which run
parallel with the Great Smokies for
hundreds of miles, and can recall the
beanty of the scenery around the hotel
and on the mountsin; but for the beue-
fit of those who have not visited the
place I will, with your permission, tell
something of its attractioas.

The most direct route from Jackson
is via the V. & M. and A. G. 5., to Chat-
tanooga and . then over the Tennessee,
Virginia and Georgia road to Athens,
but we were twenty-four hours behind
lor choosing this route, because of
break-downs and delays in Alabama, so
[ do not advise persons to come over
that route.

Athens is quite a picturesque little
town, the eouuty seat of “JeMinn coun-
ty, in East Teunessee; though from the
rgtiroad and hotel one wouid think the
place nothing. A coach and four, poet-
ically speaking — practically, s ;uur
seated hack, drawn by four small mules,
Is in waiting here to convey passengers
over the sixteen-mile drive to the
Springs. Persous say that sometimes
this drive is charming, but we found it
rough and tiresome. However some ex
planations are necessary in regard to
the unpleasantness of the road. We
were told in Athens that it had rained
thirty-six days out of forty, which of
course makes the road muddy, and by
wushing the dirt from the rocks, exceed
ingly rough. The scenery is charming
over the whoie drive. In many places
the road is only wide enough for one
vehicle, while, on one side lies a deep
chasm, its sides covered with lovely
mountain flora hidiag the dangers lurk-
ing in its depths, and on the other a
mountain side so steep and rocky it
would seem impossible to climb it; yet
on this mountain, so nearly perpendica-
lar, there was corn growing; how they
plowed such ground I am at a loss 1o
understand.
